Drop Bombs ‘Ainons3 Turks—Native 
Troops from ‘Eritrea in Battle.

LONDON, Thursday, March 7.—A 
correspondent with the Turkish army 
in Tripoli, telegraphing via Dehibat, 
reports that dirigible airships were. em- 
Ployed in warfare for the first time 
yesterday.

LINE OVER ANDES COMPLETED 


Raliway.Joining Chile and Bolivia the 
Highest in World.

LONDON, Thursday, March 7.—Mes- 
sages. from Chile announce that the 
great railway across the Andes from 
Arica in Chile to La Pas in Bolivia 
was completed on Monday, when thé 
rail ends near the Chile-Bolivia fron- 
tler were jointed. The line, which is 
270 miles in length, attains in places 

an elevation. of about 1,400 feet. 

The contract price was £2,750,000, 
($18,750,000.) The work has taken less 
than three years, despite the difficul- 
ties presented by. the nature of the 
country which the line traverses. In 
the first fifty or sixty miles the rail- 
way crosses a desert, then it crosses 
the Andes, while the last 200 miles or 
go are over high table land.

Theft of Louls XVI. & XVI. Bonbonnlere at 
Rheims Reveals Lax Custody.

PARIS, "March 6.—The “theft at the 
Museum of Rheims of a magnificent 
gold tortoise-shell bonbonniére, pre- 
sented to the Mayor of Rheims in 1775 
by Louis XVT., has evoked remarkable 
revelations regarding the way in which 
the museum is guarded. 

The bonbonniére was gold on Jan. 27 
to a Paris antiqtary, who has now 
handed it back to the museum, but its 
disappearance was not noticed until 
Heb. 28. It now appears from a letter 
to the Temps that, although the mu- 
seum is only open‘on Thursdays and 
Sundays, a tip to the Attendant is suf- 
ficient to obtain admission on any 
other day. 

Nominally there are four attendants, 
but of these only one, @ deaf and in- 
firm’ old man, remains at his. place. 
Another is engaged in archaeological 
excavations at the other end of Rheims. 
The third sells milk, and rips fourth 
keeps bees.

This makes a total of 8.8.per cent. of the 
sugar uséd in the United-States produced 
by independent cane refineries. It leaves 
91.2 per cent. of sugar produced by the 
American Sugar, Refining Company and 
its allied refineries. The committee dis- 
tinctly denies that Arbuckle Brothers are 
independent of the iffluence of the Amer- 
ican: Suger Refining Company.

PENROSE AS TARIEF PROPHET 


Predicts Disaster and Says Labor Op+ 
poses. Lower Steel Duty.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Labor or- 
‘ganizations are among those who have 
most vigorously gpposed the reduction of 
the tariff on steel, declared Senator Pen- 
rése to-day at the hearing of the bill 
revising the metal schedule. 

“The Finance Committee will meet. on 
Tuesday and adversély report the bill to 
the Senate, giving reasons therefor,” 
said Senator Penrose. ‘‘ Of all those who 
have been heard only four persons ap- 
peared in favor of the Underwood -bill, 
and 8,000 letters have been received pro- 
testing against its passage and less than 
half,a dozen favorable to it.

LAWRENCE, Mass., March 6—Four- 
teen arrests of strikers and strike sym- 
pathizers were made just before the open- 
ing of.the textile mills to-day.

BROKEN CHINA. 

The Secretary of War is quite justi- 
fied in his fear of what may happen in 
China through evén a small blunder 
by one of-the foreign Powers.. Up to 
the present time the most remarkable 
feature in the chaotic situation in that 
country hes been the care taken, not 
only by the two contending armies, 
but even by the brigand bands recruit- 
ed from each, of the lives of foreign- 
ers. Some of the latter Haye been mal- 
treated and some killed, but hardly 
more than in former times, when “ or- 
der” was supposed to prevail. Thére 
has been savage fighting between the 
ee armies, and burning, looting, 

and murder by lawless companies, but 
in the midst of it all the formerly 
a| bated foreignera have bone eompata- 
a | tively sate. 

“All ‘obeervers are agreed that the, 
continuance of this security is very 
uncertain and that it would cease in- 
_ stantly if the Chinese should get the 
notion that any of the Powers were in- 
terfering to grab territory or to gain 
control. It is possible in that case that 
the real friendliness and disinterested- 
ness pf the country would be recog- 
nized and respected, but it is by no 
means certain. Our Government is 
doing everything it can do to prevent 
action which would bring on a catas- 
trophe, but the task is excesdingly 
Gifficult and delicate. The reported 
plan of the Acting President, Suw Yat 
Szn, and the Provisional Assembly to 
proceed to Peking and -take up the 
work of restoring order may give our 
Government and the others an opehing 
for co-operation, but it will be ‘ticklish 
business. The northern soldiers. hate 
and rather despise the men of the 
south, and {f southern troops are 
brought in it may make the matter 
worse. 

Meanwhile the news that the foreign 
bankers, and our own especially, are 
preparing to make sdvances pretty 
promptly to the Chinese Republic is 
encouraging. It is true that the re- 
public is not quite a Government de 
facto, since it is not able to keep or- 
der; but it has mo rival, the dynasty is 
gone, there {s no organized opposition 
to the republican authorities, and since 
the loan would ‘clearly aid in restoring 
order, ther seems no good reason for 
not meking it.

A KILLING “ SPORT.” 

Since State’ Senator McManvs’s bill 
forbidding the racing of motor cars 
onthe public highways and on pri- 
vate courses to which the publlo js ad- 
mitted passed ite second reading, the 
demand has been made that it be re- 
turned to committee for a hearing. If 
a hearing is had, the. public will want 
te know what the managers of speed 
contests have done to. provide ‘tracks 
that are safe for drivers and for spec- 
tators. 

The lists of the killed and maimed 
after the big racing meets will be 
difficult to explain away by those who 
still contend that the loss of lives is 
nothing compared with the “ results” 
to be gained by the speed contests. 
It is our impression that the develop- 
ment.of; automobiles has pessed. the 
early stages when mere trials of epeed 
were Worth anything. Since Burman 
on April 24, last,-drove his gasoline 
projectile over the Daytona track at 
the rate of 150 miles an hour, what 
demand has there been for a machine 
that can go faster, or as fast? We.be- 
lHeve that there is a general feeling 
among both automobile manufacturers 
and users that development in. this 
4irection has gone perhaps too far ‘for 
safety. 

Cars.are now constructed that “wit 
do thelr work well without breaking 
down, that will last more than one 
gehson, and that ere sold ang main- 
tained at reasonable cost. If added 
Gevelopment of power is demanded, 
tests of load-pulling end hill-climbing 
will suffice. The “gport’’ of racing 
automobiles on the public highways, 
or wherever the public is. allowed to 
congregate et the turns, is inde- 
fensibie. ;

\ Wrong was talking yes- 
terday about the practice of hiring newé- 
dealers to pjace in the papers they dis- 
tribute circulars advertising the wares 
of merchants whd do not care to pay the 
regular advertising rates, To the minglé4 
grief and astonishment of one of his 
hearers, this man not only defended the 
practice, but admitted, without any signs 
of compunction, that he had himself -re- 
sorted to it as an economical method of 
increasing the sales of a big store in 
which he is himsélf interested. 

‘As justifieation of what he had done the 
man said that, as his store is in the Bronx 
Borough, and as all his patronage comes 
from the inhabitants of that region, ‘he 
could get no possible advaritage from the 
greater part of a New York paper's cir- 
culation, and therefore could not afford 
to pay for space @ price based. on the size 
of that paper's whole issue. This state- 
ment may be true, and probably is so, at 
least to some extent, ‘but the man’s de- 
duction from {t-—that “ thereforé the had’ 
@ right to get fo the few cents he paid 
the newsdealer what it would have cost 
him more,than as many dollars to get 
from the: he thus uted—is evidently 
pure sophistry, as dishonest as It is illog- 
ical. 

The facts as he stated them may or 
mey not make it injudicious for him to 
buy space in the papers he mentioned; 
that is for him to decide, and, whatever 
his decision, nobody could or would criti- 
cise him. He has, too; complete warrant.

The League for Social Order, which 
has the threefold aim of opposing easy 
divorce, Socialism, and woman suffrage, 
was launched at the Waldorf-Astoria last 
night with the first of a series of lectures 
on Socialism by William J. O'Donnell, a 
lawyer, of 31 Nassau Street.

We di shail labor to protect society from the 
evils of uncontrolled individualism on the 
one hand and the tyranny of Socialism on 
the other. 

While we fayor every yg tee develop- 
ment of woman's personal we are. op- 
posed to the woman suffrage movement, 
which proposes a fundamental change in 
the relationship of the sexes to each other 
and to the Government and displays «a 
marked tendency to identify itself. with the 
forces of social. disorder. 

This was the platform upon which the 
meeting was held. Mr. O'Donnell began 
his lectures on Socialism with an address 
on “The Social Unrest and Proposed 
Remedies.’" The speaker said there could 
be no doubt but that the relations be- 
tween capital and labor were more 
strained than they have ever been in this 
country. The English coal strike, he 
said, might be duplicated here or. in 
France or in Germany to-morrow. He 
said that it was possible that,an interma- 
tional strike of the most alarming nature 
might arise from the conditigns in Hng- 
and. 

As\for America, he conceded that the 
statisties recently gathered by The Chi- 
cago Tribune showing that a strike .of 
two weeks in Chicago would bring. two 
people out of every five in that city to 
starvation were correct. Then he passed 
to a consideration of remedies offered by 
Socialism. These remedies he did not ac- 
cept as either possible to put into opera- 
tion or fn the least desirable. Their pro- 
posals, he said, were based on sophistry 
and theories “wholly unwarranted by all 
experience. 

The alternative to Socialism, to which, 
he said, we should have to come, was an 
acceptance of the present foundations of 
society ahd to remove from this the 
causes of the evils from which we were 
undoubtedly suffering by a system -of 
social reform and not social destruction. 
The next. lecture will. be given on 
March 20 at the Waldorf-Astoria.

‘makes an inspection of all savings 
banks and reports its findings on their 
condition to Parliament once a year. In 
reporting on 219 banks examined in 1911 
the committee says that three institutions 
failed to bring their accounts to an ac- 
curate balance. The discrepancies ranged 
from 4 cents to $175, but, as the com- 
mittee informed the House of Commons, 
the mistakes could have been avoided by 
proper bookkeeping. Of the banks in- 
spected, 146 earned’a profit, 12 neither 
made nor lost money, and 62 ran 
though ‘by a small margin. In the general 
department, Great Britain has 1,850,000 
savings bank depositors. The fall in the 
price of. consols and other high grade 
securities is credited with having ma- 
terially increased the popularity: of the 
savings bank atong thrifty people.
